OUR GREAT WAR MACHINB. 
WONDERFUL ARMY MADE IN FOUR 
YEARS, 


[By LorD DENBIGH. ] : 

Well may the British nation look with 
pride on what been accomplished by 
our race, helped by the willing support 
of other ruces of our Empire, who, accord. 
ing to the Germans, ‘ groancd under the 
tyranny of the Union Jack,”. and were 
ready {0 seizo the moment of war as a 
favourable one for revolt, and freedom. 

We have made a more efficient war 
machine ih four oars than the enemy had 
made in forty; but the muking of it has 
taught us many a hitter lesson, which 
we shall do well to lay to heart. Chiefly 
has. it taught us the unnecessary expendi- 
ture of lives and money involved in the 
creation of a great army and war machine 
in actual war time. . 

In the first week of war, when I was 
mobilising my command, a well-known 
and distinguished general whom I inter- 
viewed at the War Office said to me: 
“ Please remember we are playing & game 
we have never played before, and for 
which no rules exist, so we have to make 
then as we go along ”--4 terse and home- 
ly way of accurately describing the situa- 
tion. 

ONLY FIFTEEN-POUNDERS, 

Three weeks later I was told to see 
Lord Kitchener, who offered me, an artil- 
lery command, in which batteries of my 
regiment were to be included. When 
told him that we were armed with fifteen. 
pounders, ho jum from his chair, and 
stamping round the room oxclaimed bit- 
terly, ' What, _ fifteen-pounders! Na 
guns, no ammunition, no rifles, no boots, 
no anything—and we cal] this an Em- 
pire!’ e added as he turned round 
sharply, “But don’t go and say I said 
BO. 


There is no harm. in saying so now. Jt 
is only by realising how hopelessly un- 
prepared we were for a great war that. 
we can possibly appreciate the extraor- 
dinary ‘military achievements of this 
“decadent and played-out nation of shop. 
keepers,” so contemptuously regarded 
by an peroneal and ruthless enemy. 

The development of our artillery in a 
way ne’ thought possible; the marvel- 
lous improvements in our Hlying service 
and the daring skill of its men; the in- 
vention of tunks and the part they played 
in smashing tho Hindenburg line; all 
these, with the marvels of sound ranging, 
ecroplane, wirelosa, and photo; raphy, and 
the. scientific discoverics of the medical 
service, will form subjects for many books. 

But all these would hove been. useless 
. without the men of all sorviees, cupeciall 
the infantry. Nowhere hag tho British 
character emerged so triumphantly. as it 
hes in all the mud and awamp, the heat 
and cold, the sand and dust, in‘which the 
British infantry havo had to “‘atick it’? 
undep shell fire and conditions un. 
paralleled in war. ‘

himself. ‘An apt pupil and enthusiastic 
worshipper of Germany's greateat states- 
man, Prince Wilhelm boldly. identified 
himeclf with the policy of his ‘feacher. In 
this he was encouraged by his aged grand- 
father, who owed! hie crowns of King and 
Emperor to Bismarck, and who treated 
the'tyoung Prince as his immediate heir. 
The Crown Prince, Wilheim’s father, was 
known to be doomed to an early death, 
and extraordinary pains were taken by 
the old Kaiser to prepare his impulsive 
grandson for his future dignity, and to 
inspire him with respect for the prin- 
ciples on which ho himaslf had governed: 
Chief among these was implicit confidence 
in the Chancellor and the maintenance of 
cordial relations with As 
have said, the anticipations with regard 
to Frederick were fulfilled, and on June 
15th, 1898, his son and wir ascended the 
Throne as Kaiser Wihelin 11. 

The new Kaiser was an unknown quan- 
tily to his people. Ambition, if was 
whispered, mitde him jealous of the 
laurels of Frederick and Napoleon, und 
eager to fish for the marshal’s baton in 
a bea of blood. His earliest proclaima 
tions were consequently drafted with a 
view to dispelling thesp misgivings, “Tt 
is true Qiat the two first, addressed to the 
army and the navy, and promulgated on 
the very day of his father's death, made 
known ‘his desire that the bonds between 
Imperial forces on land andi sea and their 
Bovercign commander should be drawn 
more closely than ever before, But on the 
fourth day of his reign appeared a pro- 
clamation' to his people, whom he assured, 
in words meant to carry conviclion, that, 
like his father, he would show himself Lo 
be a trac ‘prince of peace,” fostering 
“piety and the fear of God," succouring 
the poor and: oppressed, and upholding 
the cause of justice. ae 

Home questions were thus dealt with 
in much the same spirit as that which 
had determined tho line of action follow. 
ed in the preceding reigns. The treat- 
mint of the problems of foreign policy 
in essentials was wisely left to the trusty 
Chancellor, while the cultivation of good 
relations with the heads of other States 
was taken in band by the Kaiser, who 
devoted much of his time and a consider 
able portion of his revenue to this urna 
mental branch of diplomacy. 

FALL UF BISMARUK, 

Wilhelm’s aim was to gain the personal 
friendship of the sovereigns of Europe 
by means more direct than what he re- 
garded as the clumsy methods of diplo- 
macy; his illusion lay in the belief that 
the cordiality of Courts would be fallow- 
ed by political -advantages. He had 
always taken great credit to himself for 
his gift of finding the springs of action 
of other people, and of touching them 
when he wanted to influence their will. 
He was much mistaken, The amazing 
ignorance of psychology, individual and 
national alike, shown by German diplo- 
macy before and during the war. was 
largely due to the imperiuus interference 
in foreign affairs of a oman wha was not 
Gifted with the rudiments uf diplomatic 
or psychological instinet. There was ae 
touch of such wisdom in Wilhelin, Ibis 
clovernesa was superficint, bat effective. 
Had he been suddenly thrown adrift upon 
the world and: fore to live by bin wits, 
he would have gue hdoin any vocation 
open to facility and general education, wn 
aided by technical training. Vast energy. 
wreat versatility, a splendid memory 
commanding presence, an unr 
communicativencss, and an ov 
reference to his ideals enabler 
make his way ainong his social inferiors, 
But he ‘had’ no foresight, and his mental 
equipment was shallow. Prince Bismarck 
ominously shook his hend. Still, d spite 
the doubts which he fell and uth as 
to the wisdom of these peripatetic politic: 
and = -posteprandia! discourses, the 
journeys, toasts, and apecches went on as 
before, 

On January Ist, 1490, the Kaiser wrote 
to the Chancellor, expressing the hope 
that God would “ for many years longer 
bestow on me tho benefit of your tried 
and trusted counsel in my difficult and 
responsible post. as ruler.”  Yob before 
that prayer was three months old Wilhelo 
had evicted Bismarck from hia office and 
iven him a successor in the person of 
eneral  Caprivi, This oceurred on 
March 20th, 1800. In a telegram which 
he despatehed to a friend two days later 
he attributes this hasty dismissal to God 
himself: ‘' 1t is soecrdained for tne b 
God, and it has to be borne even thoug! 

1 should fall under tho tuurden. The post of 
officor of the watch on the ship of Birte has 
fallen to my lot.” Tho effect of thia step 
was intense and wicespread, ~All but 
himself were Aled with: misgivings for 
the future. He, however, outlined his’ 
intentions in a specch, which he said: 
“We Hohenzallerns avecpt our mission 
only from Heaven, and to Heaven we are 
anawerable for the discharge of the dation 
it onjoina, It is by that conviction that 
T am. actuntod; in, accordance with, that 
principle I am minded to work and to 
rule.” It was tho principle that he has 
adhered to throughout hia life, and. it in 
the principlo that has taid his empire in 
the dust.

In an interim report issued recently, 
Lord Cunliffe's Committee on Currency 
and Foreign Exchanges after the War 
outline the measures which they consider 
necessary to meet the serious curreecy 
difficulties which will confront the country 
when peace is restored, In an introduc- 
tory paragraph they state: oo 

our conclusions upan the subjec 
dealt with are unanimous, and we ca 
not too strongly emphasise our opinion 
that the application, at the earliest pos- 
sible date, of the main principles on 
whieh they are based is of vital necessity 
to the financial stability and well-being 
of the country. Nothing can contribute 
more to n specdy recovery frail the effects 
of the war, and to the rehabilitation of 
the foreign exchanges, than the re-estab- 
lishment of the currency upon a sound 
basis. Indeed, a sound system of currency 
will in itself secure equilibrium in those 
exchanges, and render unne the 
continued resore to cmergeucy expedients. 
In our inguiry we have had in view the 
conditions which are likely to prevail 
during the ten years immediately, follow 
ing the end of the war, and we think that 
the whole subject should be again review. 
ed not Jater than the end of that period.”’ 

It is pointed out that before the war, 
the country possessed a complete and 
efiective gold standard. Tho provisions 
of the Bank 1844, operaled automatic. 
ally to correct unfavourably exchanges 
and to check undug expansions of credil. 
During the war the conditions necessary 
to the maintenance of that slandard have 
ceased to The main cause has been 
the growth of credit due to Government 
borrowing from the Bank of England and 
ether banks for war needs, The unlimited 
ipste of Curre Notes tas been both 
an inevitable and, a 
sary condition of this growth of ¢ 

In the Committee's opinion it is im- 
perative that after the war the conditions 
necessary to the maintenance of an effec- 
tive gold standard should ‘be restored’ 
without delay. © Unless vuhe machinery 
which long experience has shown to be the 
only «ffective remedy for an adverse 
balance af trade and an undue growth of 
credit. is unce more brought inte play, 
there will be grave danger of a progres 
sive credit, expansion whieh will result 
in a foreign drain of gold menacing the 
convertibility of our note issue, and so 
jeopardising the international trade posi 
tion af the country, | The pre requisites 
for the restoration of an effective gold 
standard are laid dewn by the Committe 
as follows ; : 

(a) The cessation of Government 
borrowing as soon as pussible after the 
war, We recommend that at the earliest 
possible moment an adequate sinking fund 
should be provided vut of revenue, wo 
that there may be a regular annual re- 
duction of capital Jiabilities, more 
especially these which constitute the float. 
ing debt. 

“(h)—The recognised machinery, name- 
ly, the raising and making effective of 
the Bank of England discount rate, which 
before the war operated to check a foreign.) 
drain of gold and the speeulative expan- 
ston of credit in this country, must he 
Kept in working order. This neerssity 
cannot,, and whould not, be evaded by 
any attempt to continue differential rates 
for home and foreign money after the 
war. 

“(r)--The issue of fiduciary notes 
should, ag soun as practicable, once moro 
be limited by daw. and the present 
arrangements under which deposits at the 
Bank ‘of England may be exchanged for 
logal tender currency without affecting 
the reserve of the banking department 
should be terminated at the eartiest pos- 
sible moment. Subject to transitiénal 
arrangeuents as regards Currency ‘hutes 
and to any special arrangements in re- 
gard to Seotland and [reland which we 
may lave to propose later, we reconnuend 
that the note tesue (oxeept as regards 
existing private issues) should be entirely 
in the hands of the Hank of England, 
The notes should be payable in London 
vals, und shuuld be legal tender throngh- 
ont the United Kingdom." 

RENTIOUCTION OF BORROWING. 

On the subject of Government burraw 
ing, the Committee remark that it is of 
the utinust importance that uymMent of 
debt showld not be offset by fr berrow- 
ings for capital expenditure. hey are 
aware that immediately after the war 
there will be strong pressure for capital 
expenditure by the State in many fort 
for reconstruction purposes, Kat it 
essential to the resturation of an effective 
gold standard that the money for such 
expenditure should not be provided by the 
creation of new credit, and that, in 50 
far as such expenditure is undertaken 
at all, it should undertaken with grent 
caution. The necessity of providing fur 
our indi able supplies of foud and 
raw oinaterials from abroad and = for 
arrears of repairs to manufacturing plant 
and the transport system at home will 
limit the savings available for new capital 
expenditure for a” considerable period. 
This caution is particularly applicable 
tu farcenMing programuws of ousing 
and other development seheines. — The 
shortage of real capital must be made 
geod by genuine savings,  [t enannot be 
met hy the ereation of fresh purchasing 
power in the form of bank advances to 
the Gevernment or to tinnufacturera 
under Government gunranter or other- 
Wire, and any resort te such expedients 
can only aggravate thy ¢vil and retard, 
possibly for gomerntions, the recovery of 
the country from the losses sustained dur. 
ing the war. 

As regards the control of the note insue. 
the Committee make the following ob- 
Mervntpiape ce = 

White the otdisation te pay leph 
flank af England notes and  curreney 
notes in gold on remand should be main- 
tained, if ip net neressary or desirable 
that there should be any early resump- 
tien of the internas circulation of wala 
coin 

“2—While the import of gold should 
bw free from oolj_ reatrictions, it in eon- 
venient that the Bank of England should 
have cognisanee of all gold exports, and 
we recommend that the export of gold 
coin or bullion Miguld be subject to the 
cundition that auch cain and ballian hina 
Teen obtained From the Hank for the 
fjtrbose. Tho Bank abould He under ob- 
[ ligation to. aupply geld fer export in 
exchange for ite notes.
